The topic of his 
speech was "The Emotional Aspects 
of Medicine."

He defined an emotionally mature 
person as one whb doesn't lean on 
others, who has no molhlsr-father 
Image. .The mature person Is able 
to, use his aggressiveness for pro- 
ductiveness, to be able to give a^ 
well as receive. 

Psychosomatic medicine, which 
came into wide use during the 
second World War. falls Into four 
main categories. The first deals 
with heart and blood pressure, the 
second with the gastral and intes- 
tinal tract. Migraine headaches and 
allergies make up the 
categories. •
